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THE  LATE  JOHN  LEVI  JEROME 

John  Levi  Jerome  was  horn  in  Flint,  Michigan,  October  10,  1910* 

His  father  died  when  John  was  four  years  old,  and  his  mother  Aug.  30, 
1953*  His  parents  names  were  Fred  Jerome. and  Margaret  Costello. 

He  was  a  football  star,  graduated  from  Flint  Central  High  School 
in  1931*  He  worked  two  years  at  the  A.C.  Spark  Plug  Co.,  and  joined 
the  Police  Force  Mar.  1,  1934.  Was  promoted  to  Detective  Aug.  15, 

1949.  On  July  1,  1953  advanced  to  Detective  Sergeant.  On  December 
20,  1955  to  Detective  Lieutenant. 

Much  of  his  time  was  spent  in  the  crime  Detention  Bureau  as  head 
of  the  Vice  Squad. 

He  was  a  Member  of  the  Elks,  Flint  Police  Benefit  Assn.,  and  The 
Saginaw  Valley  Law  Enforcement  Assn  ,also  President  of  the  20th 
Century  Mixed  Doubles  Bowling  Club. 

En  his  work  he  was  called  upon  to  play  many  different  rolls.  It 
was  John  L.  Jerome  the  police  Officer  who  played  the  roll  of  a  crooked 
CoP  to  snare  two  suspected  police  bribers. 

He  became  ill  a  year  ago  and  thought  he  had  only  a  backache  when 
he  returned  from  a  short  vacation.  The  quiet  mannered  officer  died  at 
Hurley  Hospital  Nov.  26,  1937,  the  victim  of  Cancer  of  the  Lymph. 

During  the  last  year,  he  made  frequent  trips  to  the  Hospital  but  to 
no  availV  The  pipe  smoking  policeman  was  under  terrific  strain  during 
the  trial  of  the  racketeers. 

He  married  Genevieve  Galeneau  Sept.  30.  1933*  There  are  three 
children:  Frederick  in  the  Air  Force,  Madonna  at  home,  and  John  Elmer 

age  seven.  His  funeral  was  held  Saturday  Nov.  30,  1957* 

The  Detroit  Free  Press,  The  Detroit  Times,  The  Flint  Journal, 
and  The  State  Journal  carried  details  about  his  work  and  his  early 
death  at  the  age  of  47  years. 

The  Detroit  Times  published  this  Article. 

“With  Very  Special  Dedication  to  Duty”. 

A  FINE  Policeman  died  in  Flint,  his  name  was  John  L.  Jerome. 

He  was  a  Detective  Lieutenant  who  more  than  a  year  ago  accepted  the 
command  of  Flint’s  Vice  Squad.  Early  this  year,  he  tipped  over  a  plot 
to  bribe  policemen  in  a  gambling  protection  racket.  The  would-be 
corrupters  were  convicted.  Lieu.  John  knew  all  the  time  that  he 
cancer  and  was  going  to  die,  but  he  did  his  job  and  did  it  quietly 
and  well  never  once  flinched  .  That  kind  of  determined  unassuming  coura¬ 
ge  we  can  and  do  admire.

Jonathan  H.  Jerome’s  old  grey  mare  may  not  have  been  what  she  once  was 
but  she  was  enough  to  cause  a  stir  in  the  Michigan  Legislature  on  Feb.  6, 
1836.  The  name  of  the  equine  like  that  of  Paul  Rever’s  gallant  steed, 
has  passed  into  oblivion,  but  in  her  day  she  almost  caused  a  renewal  of 
the  Toledo  War.  Lewis  Brown  in  the  process  taxes  in  Whitford  Township, 
Monroe  county,  called  on  Jonathan  H.  Jerome  for  his  contribution. 

Jonathan  flatly  refused  to  pay  taxes  to  a  Michigan  collector  because 
Ohio  was  taking  his  money.  Brown  was  a  good  collector,  and  a  Michigan 
Cfficialso  he  refused  to  take  no  for  an. answer.  Instead  he  went  to  the 
barn  and  kidnapped  Jonathan  H.  Jerome’s  mare  intending  to  sell  her  at 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder. 

It  could  not  be  expected  that  Brown  could  get  away  with  such  treat¬ 
ment  of  an  Ohio  Patriot.  He  did  not.  On  the  day  of  the  sale.  Brown  took 
the  captive  to  the  tov/n  square  to  begin  the  sale.  At  the  same  time, 
a  Lucas  county  Official  from  Ohio,  a  constable  and  posse  pounced  on 
Brown  and  carried  him  to  a  magistrate,  who  sent  him  to  coal  his  heels 
in  the  common  jail  at  Maumee.  The  grey  mare  went  back  to  her  home  with 
Jonathan  H*  Jerome  and  the  news  of  the  whole  affair  was  rushed  to  the 
Governor  in  Detroit.  He  turned  the  affair  over  to  the  assembled  Legis¬ 
lature  with  a  request  be  appropiated  to  freeBrown  and  carry  the  case  to 
the  Supreme  Court.  The  case  of  the  old  grey  mare  provoked  much  anger 
in  Michigan  and  the  people  hoped  that  it  might  lead  to  a  Supreme  Court 
decision  which  would  reward  the  state  with  the  area  and  a  basis  for  admis¬ 
sion.”
